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Raiders cause £1,000 worth of damage 

Thieves disable 
local pensioners’ 
minibus to get 
precious metal 


‘HOW low can you get!’ - that was the 
reaction of a local voluntary group leader 
after thieves disabled a community 
minibus in Dinas Powys, causing £1,000 
worth of damage. 

As a result, elderly residents in the village are 
unable to go on shopping trips or be taken to the 
local health centre. 

The catalytic converter had been expertly 
removed - the incident is one of a number that have 
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taken place to vehicles in the Vale recently. 

The chairman of Dinas Powys Voluntary 
Concern, John Fanshaw, said: “The minibus will be 
unusable for some time. How low can you get! 
Causing over £1,000 worth of damage to what is 
obviously community transport. 

“We have been very touched by the concern peo¬ 
ple have felt about the impact this dreadful crime 
will have on some of the most vulnerable residents 
of the community. 

“The charity relies heavily on fund raising activi¬ 
ties by local supporters and also organises a range 
social events.” 

John said the charity had already received gifts 
from generous members of the public. 

“We have already had expressions of support and 
offers of donations. 

“Also we have our regular collection tins at 
Valley View Fruit Store, both chemists, Budgen’s on 
Cardiff Road, The Village Stores, Marc Griffith the 
butcher, The Greenroom, Station Road and The 
Bank of Flowers, Cardiff Road.” 

In addition to shopping trips and journeys to the 
health centre, the minibus is used for library visits 
and social activities such as the WRVS luncheon 
club on Fridays.

1 AM writing to voice my deep concern 
and frustration (if not anger) over the 
discontinuation of the VI and V2 bus 
service which stopped running in July of 
this year. 

The actions of the Vale Council, with apparent 
endorsement by the WAG, in cutting off the lifeline 
of hundreds of pensioners, schoolchildren and oth¬ 
ers is something any normal person finds difficult 
to understand. Are they trying to kill off country¬ 
side communities, or what? 

Not everyone can afford to take taxis all the time 
and I have often been forced to walk from the main 
road to the village where I live, Corntown, along a 
lonely stretch of country road where motorists are 
often racing along at 50 miles an hour due to no 
speed cameras or traffic calming measures to slow 
them down. 

There is no pavement, obviously, and often I am 
forced to step into the undergrowth. 

A number of times my own life has been in dan¬ 
ger when cars have swerved out from the left-hand 
lane to pass a lorry or tractor, oblivious to the fact 
that a person might be walking on the right side of 
the road (facing oncoming traffic as is the correct 
thing to do when walking on roads). Pedestrians 

FRACKING - 

gaining greater 
understanding 

A S an experi¬ 
enced hydro¬ 
geologist, I 
attended a London 
conference last 
week entitled 
‘Fracking - 
Onshore 
Unconventional 
Gas - Water and 
the Environment’. 

The conference was 
organised by the 
Chartered Institution of 
Water and 
Environmental 
Management (CIWEM). 

Speakers included 
representatives from the 
Government, the British 
Geological Survey, local 
councils, the 
Environment Agency, 

Friends of the Earth and 
others. 

As a hydrogeologist, I 
have supervised the 
drilling of many ground- 
water supply boreholes 
and the investigation 
boreholes needed to 
ascertain the potential 
for shale gas are drilled 
in the same way. 

Groundwater sources 
are shallow, whereas the 
shales with potential to 
release gas are very 
deep. So should I be 
concerned? 

The Royal Society 
and the Royal Academy 
advised the Government 
to proceed with an 
‘amber light’, with the 
main concern relating to 
well construction. Poor 
well construction is a 
problem with any bore¬ 
hole, and contamination 
of aquifers occurs today 


as a result. 

CIWEM has issued a 
statement raising con¬ 
cerns; however, research 
and legislation concern¬ 
ing hydraulic fracturing 
is moving apace in the 
UK, and the findings are 
continually changing. 

As a result CIWEM’s 
statement is now out of 
date and will be reissued 
following the confer¬ 
ence. 

So, what did I learn? 

• The areas showing 
greatest potential for UK 
gas extraction are the 
‘Bowland Basin’, cen¬ 
tred east and west of 
Manchester, and The 
Weald in Kent. The next 
area of research will be 
the Midland Valley in 
Scotland. 

• The UK Onshore 
Operators’ Group has 
issued comprehensive 
guidelines and a fact- 
book on its website. 

• Fracking fluids are 
90 per cent water, 4.5 
per cent sand and less 
than 0.5 per cent lubri¬ 
cants, commonly made 
up of three components. 
Details will soon appear 
on the CIWEM website. 

• Gas extraction is 
unlikely to take place for 
at least 10 years. The 
industry is technically 
driven and continually 
improving. 

• Operators, Natural 
Resources Wales and the 
HSE need to listen and 
talk to the public as soon 
as possible so that we 
can all achieve an under¬ 
standing of the facts.

The issue is that there needs to be immediate and 
effective action to reinstate the discontinued village 
bus services (and even improve them!) so that peo¬ 
ple living in villages in the Vale can get to doctors’ 
appointments, go shopping in one of the larger 
towns, catch a connecting bus to Cardiff or just get 
out and about. 

The GreenLinks service is NOT the answer, run 
as it is by volunteers who are not available at all on 
weekends except for groups, and who do not pick 
up or drop off after 5.30pm, and who are more 
often than not booked up and unavailable when 
they are needed. 

Why doesn’t the Vale Council place a notice in 
The GEM or any other local newspaper asking for 
donation of a minibus or similar vehicle from busi¬ 
nesses in the Vale (or anywhere in south Wales - 
Aberthaw power station has already donated one). 
Surely there are businesses that would be happy to 
donate a vehicle (or two) to support the GreenLinks 
community bus service. Of course, safety standards 
would have to be met. 

Until such time as the village bus service is rein¬ 
stated, the Welsh Government and councils need to 
be far more aggressive and pro-active and represent 
the interests of the people who elected them and 
pay council tax. 

They need to stop the callous treatment of people 
living in the country with cuts detrimental to the 
day-to-day living of pensioners, schoolchildren and 
the disabled, who are all vulnerable citizens and 
have enough problems as it is.

‘Vale needs more 
affordable housing’ 


1 WAS pleased to 
read recent let¬ 
ters in support 
of housing develop¬ 
ments in the Vale. 

As Mr Howard 
(October 3) and E 
Francis (October 31) 
correctly pointed out, 
there is a significant 
shortage of affordable 
homes throughout the 
Vale (as evidenced by 
the Local Housing 
Market Assessment and 
the Rural Housing Needs 
Survey, commissioned 
by the council in 2010 
and the current 
Homes4U waiting list). 

This means many 
local people cannot 
afford to live in the areas 
they grew up in, work in 
or have family connec¬ 
tions to. Both in rural 
areas and urban towns, 
such as Barry, there are 
households who will be 
paying expensive private 
rents or struggling to 
save for a deposit to buy 
their own home. 

My team work with 
private house builders 
and registered social 
landlords to develop new 
affordable housing 
across the Vale. Most 
developments, if 
approved by the coun¬ 
cil’s planning commit¬ 
tee, will include a per¬ 
centage of affordable 


housing. Affordable 
homes, for rent and for 
sale, where possible, will 
be allocated via a ‘Local 
Lettings/ Sales Policy’; 
ensuring local people are 
given priority for these 
homes. 

The terms of these 
policies are agreed in 
partnership with the 
local community coun¬ 
cil. This kind of consul¬ 
tation at an early stage is 
vital in breaking down 
barriers and dispelling 
myths and misinforma¬ 
tion. Recent successful 
examples of these poli¬ 
cies were used at Chapel 
Close in St Athan and 
Thaw Close in Llanfair. 

We only support 
developments where we 
can evidence sufficient 
local need, so we would 
be interested to hear 
from readers who are 
unable to afford to live 
in their local area. We 
would also encourage 
readers to contact us if 
they are interested in 
low cost home owner¬ 
ship or rented homes and 
they can do so by calling

After a 35-year career 
in the exploration of oil 
and gas during which I 
designed, engineered 
and managed hundreds 
of well operations fre¬ 
quently employing 
fracking, I consider that 
I can comment more 
“comprehensively” on 
the subject than the vast 
majority of anti-frac 
campaigners who get 
their scant, anecdotal 
insights from the inter¬ 
net! 

I am also able to dis¬ 


credit as ignorant non¬ 
sense his claim that the 
Vale will be peppered by 
412 drilling rigs. 

An exploration rig 
drills one well at a time, 
moves on to the second 
and so on, to delineate 
the size of any reservoir. 

After the rig has 
moved on, the wellsite is 
restored to its former 
condition. 

If ultimately a com¬ 
mercial reserve is dis¬ 
covered, several produc¬ 
tion wells will be “direc¬ 
tionally” drilled from a 
single location. 

That’s how fields like 
the Forties, the UK’s 
largest, produced from a 
reservoir of 22,000 acres 
through just five multi¬ 
well platforms and not, 
as Mr Hancock would 
have us believe from his 
flawed maths, from 110! 

Comparing the Forties 
to the Vale’s potential is 
not technically the best 
comparison, but it serves 
to illustrate “reality” ver¬ 
sus unhelpful “fantasy.”

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Neighbours suffer 
thanks to woman 9 s 
bird-feeding binge 


A SULLY woman 
has been fined after 
her long-suffering 
neighbours com¬ 
plained to the Vale 
council about rats 
and swooping seag¬ 
ulls, caused by her 
excessive birdfeed¬ 
ing. 

Like many nature 
lovers, Irene Webber, of 
Minehead Avenue, 
enjoyed feeding the birds 
in her garden. But gentle 
birdsong soon turned into 
a Hitchcockian night¬ 
mare when large flocks 
of her feathered friends, 
including seagulls and 
pigeons, started swoop¬ 
ing and defecating on her 
neighbours and their 
homes, followed by 
numerous sightings of 
rats in nearby gardens. 

Some of her neigh¬ 
bours have even had to 
shelter under garden 
umbrellas to avoid the 
pooping pigeons. 

On October 24, Ms 
Webber (63) pleaded 
guilty at Cardiff 
Magistrates Court to fail¬ 
ing to comply with the 
requirements of a notice 
served by the Vale 
Council under the 
Prevention of Damage by 
Pests Act 1949. 

She was fined £400 
and ordered to pay a vic¬ 
tim surcharge of £40 and 


£582 costs - a total of 

£ 1 , 022 . 

One neighbour affect¬ 
ed said: “Since (Irene 
Webber) became a resi¬ 
dent approximately 15 
years ago, I have experi¬ 
enced increasing prob¬ 
lems caused by the large 
number of birds, in par¬ 
ticular seagulls and 
pigeons being attracted 
to this area. 

“This increase in the 
number of birds was 
clearly being caused by 
her feeding the birds. 
This has had numerous 
effects on myself and my 
family, with food 
dropped by the seagulls, 
constant problems with 
bird excrement on our 
windows, cars, clean 
washing and even on 
ourselves. 

“I and my family are 
unable to eat outside or 
have barbecues in our 
own garden, as the seag¬ 
ulls and pigeons circle 
above our property and 
garden. The birds some¬ 
time swoop down to take 
food and also mess over 
the area. This increased 
bird activity also results 
in accumulations of 
birds’ mess on our prop¬ 
erty roof and gutters, so 
that they need more regu¬ 
lar cleaning.” 

Another neighbour 
said: “If I ever sit in the 
garden for any length of 
time, I have to sit under a 


garden umbrella because 
of the amount of birds’ 
mess.” 

Environmental health 
officer at the Vale coun¬ 
cil, Julian Love, said: 
“Based on the evidence 
of rat activity, the amount 
of bird feed on the 
ground and the large 
number of pigeons on the 
roof of the property, it 
was clear that the level of 
bird feeding was linked 
to the problem with the 
rat activity.” 

The Leader of the Vale 
Council, Coun Neil 
Moore, said: “While the 
council appreciates that 
residents want to feed 
and encourage wild birds 
into their garden, exces¬ 
sive feeding can result in 
nuisance and public 
health problems. In this 
case, despite every effort 
to encourage the resident 
to change her behaviour, 
the council had no alter¬ 
native but to take the 
matter to court.”

The Galilee Chapel 
was rebuilt in a project 
that stems back 50 
years. The Rev Huw 
Butler explained in his 
programme notes that, 
in 1963, the then Vicar 
of Llantwit Major, 
Canon Dilwyn 
Llewellyn-Jones pre¬ 
sented a vision for the 
future of the 13 th 
Century chapel, which 
had been a ruin for four 
centuries. 

He said: “This new 
vision for the chapel is 
that it will offer a place 
of welcome to visitors 
in relating the story of 
our amazing heritage. 

“Illtud’s great 
Christian community, 
established around 
500AD, has been 
described as a ‘cradle’ 
of Celtic Christianity in 
Britain. 

“The early Celtic 
medieval inscribed 
stones speak of saints 
and kings educated at 
Llanilltud Fawr and are 
witness to the unbroken 
continuity of prayer and 
worship on this holy 
site for over 1,500 
years.” 

The Galilee Chapel is 
now home to those 
stones, and an impres¬ 
sive sight they make. It 
is intended that the 
chapel should become 
an education centre. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
was an impressed visi¬ 
tor. He told The GEM: 
“It was a wonderful 
occasion and to hear of 
the history of this place 
was fascinating. 

“The Archdeacon 
explained that the site 
marked the place of a 
monastic university 
where 3,000 students 
studied in seven halls of 
residence, 800 wooden 
cells with only a tiny 
wooden church for 
prayer and meditation. 

“St Illtud’s now has 
its unique selling point 
in the exhibition and 
education centre and I 
would encourage all to 
pay a visit.” 

The official opening 
was performed by the 
oldest parishioner, Mrs 
Gladys Kilby, who cut 
the ribbon.

SUNDAY May 29,2011 saw the 
launch of the All Saints’ Organ 
Appeal in a bid to raise £70,000 
for major repair and restora¬ 
tion of its historic pipe organ. 

Thanks to the generosity of many 
donors and supporters, the fundraising 
committee is delighted to announce 
that the appeal has reached its target 
and that the restoration work has now 
been completed. 

The pipe organ dates back to 1915 
and was built by Evans & Barr of 
Belfast. 

In 1987, the organ was extended and 
modified using additional pipework 
from Salem Baptist Chapel, Porth. 

It was re-dedicated by the Ford 
Bishop of Flandaff on December 8, 
1989, and in memory of Dorothy 
Gladys Holland whose bequest largely 
financed the work at that time. 

In 2011, despite regular mainte¬ 
nance, it became clear that major 
restoration work was required to 
enable the organ to continue providing 
important musical support, both to the 
church and to the community. 

In May 2011, the fundraising com¬ 
mittee got down to work with a devel¬ 
opment plan and started to pull togeth¬ 
er a programme of events to raise the 
£70,000 required. 

Various groups within the church 
volunteered to run events, ranging 
from sponsored walks, autumn lunch¬ 
es, a craft fair, a model railway display, 
a historical talk, harvest suppers, 
Viennese coffee mornings, cake sales, 
a musical minis party and line dancing 
in support of the appeal. 

All Saints’ Primary School held a 
fundraising children’s disco and The 
Tittle Blue Deli supported with a 
Eurovision evening and sponsored 
cake eating. 

Throughout the appeal, the fundrais¬ 
ing committee, chaired by Suzanne 
Grover, kept to their task and remained 
focused, supporting fundraising activi¬ 
ties that clearly paid off. 

Canon Adrian Berry, Rector of All 
Saints’ Church said: “We are most 
grateful to all those who have been 
involved in raising the necessary 
money to complete the appeal. 

“The support of the many groups 
and individuals from within the 
church, as well as the fundraising com¬ 
mittee, have been crucial to the success 
of the appeal, together with the support 
of the wider community and local busi¬ 
nesses, as well as grants and other 
donations received”. 

The committee also organised/sup¬ 
ported some larger events such as a 
Three Choir Concert which included 
Barry Male Voice Choir, Barry Eadies 
Choir and All Saints’ Primary School 
Choir, and ‘Last Night at The Proms’ 


with the Cardiff Concert Orchestra. 

Sponsorship 

MAY 2012 saw the launch of the 
Pipe Sponsorship Scheme in aid of 
the appeal, where both parishioners 
and members of the community 
were invited to sponsor an organ 
pipe(s) in memory of a loved one, or 
to commemorate a special occasion 
such as an anniversary, wedding or 
baptism. 

Each donor received a specially pre¬ 
pared certificate, recording who the 
donation was in memory of, or cele¬ 
brating along with the type of pipe 
sponsored. 

This element of the appeal raised 
£11,889 with 91 donors. 

Restoration work began in June 
2013 and was fully completed at the 
end of October 2013. 

Pipes were removed, re-painted and 
replaced, soundboards repaired, draw 
stop machines overhauled and choir 
and trumpet magnets replaced. 

The bellows were re-leathered. The 
wind system was re-designed and re¬ 
positioned, with new motor and trunk¬ 
ing installed. 

While the refurbishment work went 
ahead, services ran as normal with the 
use of a hired organ to support wed¬ 
dings, baptisms and funerals in addi¬ 
tion to regular Sunday and weekly 
services at All Saints’. 

The Bishop of Llandaff will be vis¬ 
iting All Saints’ Church, Barry on 
November 24, 2014, and, in line with 
previous tradition, will re-dedicate the 
organ. 

All are welcome to attend this serv¬ 
ice, commencing at 10am that will also 
include the opening of the commemo¬ 
rative ‘Book of Donors’ prepared by 
Suzanne Grover along with a photo¬ 
graphic record of the restoration work 
prepared by Liz Matthews and Ray 
Price. 

Following the service there will be 
refreshments, including a celebratory 
cake, served in the church hall, togeth¬ 
er with a display recording the many 
fundraising events that took place dur¬ 
ing the appeal. 

Recital 

THERE will be a free lunchtime 
organ recital on Saturday, February 
1, 2014 to celebrate the restoration 
of the organ and to thank all donors 
and supporters. Further details will 
appear in January 2014. 

The Rector and fundraising commit¬ 
tee would like to record grateful thanks 
to all those who have supported the 
appeal, enabling the restoration work 
to be concluded, thus ensuring contin¬ 
ued provision of this important musical 
heritage for current and future genera¬ 
tions.

Jane Austen knew 
Bath as a thriving spa 
resort, popular with 
fashionable society and 
she set two of her nov¬ 
els, Northanger Abbey 
and Persuasion in Bath, 
and lived there between 
1801 and 1806. 

Leaving Bath wick 
Hill, a street lined with 
historic houses designat¬ 
ed as listed buildings, 
the group enjoyed their 
first view of Bath before 
descending to 

Smallcombe Farm, 


which houses a commu¬ 
nity nuttery with many 
varieties of nut trees. 

The group passed the 
American Museum 
which contains all 
aspects of American cul¬ 
ture, and dogs were 
excitedly barking in the 
Bath Cats and Dogs 
Home in operation since 
1937. The group moved 
on to Bath wick Wood, 
which is owned and 
cared for by the National 
Trust. 

In Bathampton Wood 
the famous Bath stone 
was quarried, which is 
prehistoric limestone 
formed when lime was 
deposited around shell 
fragments of sea crea¬ 
tures millions of years 
ago, and many of the 
buildings in the city are 
constructed with this 
type of stone. 

Descending to the 
Kennet and Avon Canal 
the group walked on to 
Bath to sample some of 
the city’s famous Bath 
Buns that were said to 
have been invented by 
Dr William Oliver in the 
18th century. 

Following visits to the 
Roman baths his patients 
would be given a bun, 
but because it was sweet 
and sticky they soon 
began to put on weight, 
so he withdrew them and 
replaced them with a 
hard dry biscuit that was 
known as a ‘Bath 
Oliver’.

Will A48 cope with extra traffic? 


1 BELIEVE that the numbers used in 
the LDP Deposit to claim that the A48 
has enough capacity to cope with 
additional housing along the A48 are 
inaccurate. 

The correct figures show that there is no spare 
AM peak hour capacity through St Nicholas. 

The A48 at St Nicholas and Bonvilston has been 
given a one-way hourly flow maximum of 1,860 
vehicles per hour - but these figures are relevant 
only for the area outside the villages, with a 60mph 
speed limit. 

According to the Department of Transport docu¬ 
ment TA 70/99, the A48 (7.7 metres wide at its nar¬ 
rowest point) through St Nicholas has a one-way 
hourly flow maximum of 1,300 vehicles - this does 
not take into account the traffic signals at the junc¬ 
tion of Dyffryn Lane, for which no figures seem to 
exist. 

Further study of the LDP reveals that the A48 
east of Pentre Meyrick (where the speed limit has 
been lowered) has been given a maximum capacity 
of 1,300 vehicles, as has Cardiff Road through 
Dinas Powys. 

All the evidence suggests that the actual maxi¬ 
mum hourly one-way traffic flow through St 
Nicholas is 1,300 vehicles an hour. Does the LDP

deliberately not include this inconvenient figure? 

A recent traffic count in St Nicholas by the coun¬ 
cil found that the 2013 average AM peak hour east- 
bound traffic flow through St Nicholas is 1,180, 
meaning the A48 is at 91 per cent capacity, not 61 
per cent as stated in the LDP Deposit. Given that 
an average use of road link capacity of 90 per cent 
or more is stated by the LDP to be overcapacity, the 
A48 cannot deal with extra AM peak hour traffic. 

Page 125 of the LDP ‘Highway Impact 
Assessment’ document confesses, what most citi¬ 
zens who use the new £lm signalised junction at 
Sycamore Cross already know, that this signalised 
junction struggles with current demands and does 
not have enough capacity to deal with the projected 
extra demand from the proposed new housing. 

On top of more housing, plans to upgrade Five 
Mile Lane can only encourage more traffic to use 
the A4226 and then the overloaded Sycamore Cross 
junction and A48, or the lane through Pendoylan to 
the M4. 

The LDP has failed to provide any solution to 
the traffic problem other than ‘unspecified’ bus pri¬ 
ority measures and bus stop upgrades. Curiously, 
the A48 bus stop upgrades have begun despite the 


fact that the LDP Deposit states that developers of 
new housing along the A48 will be expected to pay 
for this work. 

Traffic speeds are another problem in St 
Nicholas. In a recent traffic study at the gateway to 
St Nicholas, close to the location of a proposed 
new junction for a proposed housing development 
in the LDP, 90 per cent of drivers were found to be 
in excess of the 30 mph limit. 

Another study, this one at the centre of the vil¬ 
lage’s 30 mph zone, close to the school, found 
28,292 vehicles exceeding 34 mph, 3,211 exceed¬ 
ing 44 mph and 151 exceeding 60 mph in just one 
week. 

Extending the St Nicholas 30 mph zone east¬ 
wards, as proposed in the LDP, may not provide 
sufficient protection to those using a new junction 
on the A48 into a proposed development east of St 
Nicholas from excessive speeds, but it will increase 
journey times into Cardiff for residents of 
Cowbridge, etc. 

When commenting on the LDP, Vale residents 
might wish to include the figures above and consid¬ 
er how all developments will affect their journeys.

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Don’t gamble with life 

- HAVE THE FLU JAB 


SOME people are 
gambling with 
their lives by not 
having the flu jab 
even though they 
can get it for free, 
says Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg 
University Health 
Board. 

It warns failure to 
have the vaccine could 
lead to those in the 
high-risk groups ending 
up on a ventilator or on 
dialysis - or worse. 

And if they think that 
will never happen to 
them, Princess of Wales 
Hospital-based Ant 
Osborne knows all too 
well that it could. 

Dr Osborne is a con¬ 
sultant in anaesthesia 
and critical care. 

He said: “We see 
people throughout the 
year, particularly during 
the winter, who have 
respiratory failure due 
to flu. 

“People who are high 
risk have much less 
physiological room for 
manoeuvre. They are 
more likely to contract 
flu and less able to fight 
it off. 

“These patients may 
need to be ventilated, 
and they could need 
dialysis or ionotropes to 
keep them going. 

“Some cases are even 
more complicated, and 
progress to multiple 


organ failure. They need 
lots of support. 

“The course of illness 
could be a few days on 
a ventilator, but may 
end up being weeks. 
Most patients then need 
weeks of rehabilitation 
and some of them die.” 

Dr Osborne added: 
“For most people flu is 
just an unpleasant if 
short illness, but for 
some it can be very 
serious. When you can 
have the vaccine for 
free it just isn’t worth 
taking a chance.” 

ABMU is encourag¬ 
ing people in high-risk 
groups to have the NHS 


flu jab. 

They include preg¬ 
nant women; those aged 
65 and over; anyone 
aged six months and 
older with a chronic 
condition; people in 
long-stay residential 
care; carers; children 
aged 2 or 3 years on 
September 1, 2013; and 
all children in School 
year-7. 

These groups can be 
vaccinated free of 
charge by their GP. 
Vaccination sessions for 
children in year-7 will 
be held in school. 

If you are in a high- 
risk group but cannot 


get to your GP you can 
have the NHS vaccina¬ 
tion from specific local 
pharmacies. Check out 
our flu vaccination sec¬

Mr Osborne said: 

“We have noticed that, 
since the flu vaccine has 
been given out, the 
number of cases has 
reduced significantly. 

So for some people the 
vaccine will be life-sav¬ 
ing.”

Poison 
fat is 
threat 
to dogs 

THE Vale Council 
is reporting cases of 
rancid fat washing 
up on the area’s 
coastline. 

There is no threat to 
human health, as long as 
it is not ingested, but 
there is a problem with 
dogs eating it. Several 
dogs in the Ogmore area 
have needed urgent vet¬ 
erinary treatment for 
serious poisoning. 

The council’s environ¬ 
mental health officers 
are investigating and say 
there were similar cases 
on the Cornish coast a 
few weeks ago. They 
are advising dog owners 
to keep their dogs off 
beaches. Children are 
unlikely to be drawn to 
the material, but, of 
course, parents should 
keep their children away 
from the substance. 

The council’s waste 
management department 
will be inspecting and 
clearing the coastline of 
the white substance on a 
daily basis until it stops 
washing up on the 
beaches.

Council starts review

“We’ll be talking to 
our library customers,

CUARON is 
easily one of 
the most talented, 
and underrated, 
directors working 
in cinema today. 

Having dipped his 
toe into blockbuster ter¬ 
ritory with Harry Potter 
and The Prisoner of 
Azkaban (the best of the 
franchise in my humble 
opinion), Cuaron deliv¬ 
ered the irresistible 
Children of Men in 
2006 before dropping 
off the radar. 

However, he has re¬ 
appeared with Gravity, 
a film that stars Sandra 
Bullock and George 
Clooney as two astro¬ 


nauts who, when their 
spaceshuttle crashes 
into a satellite with 
them stuck outside, are 
stranded in space with 
limited air. In order to 
survive, the pair must 
work together while 
battling near-insur¬ 
mountable odds... 

Alien popularised the 
tagline that ‘In space, 
no-one can hear you 
scream’; if you thought 
that possibly somebody 
could, then your sense 
of isolation will only be 
ramped up further when 
you watch Gravity. 

Many a film has been 
set in space, but until 
now no film has man¬ 
aged to capture the 
scope, fear and exhila¬ 


ration of being 600km 
above the earth as 
Alfonso Cuaron and his 
team have here. 

Coupled with an 
against-all-odds story of 
survival, you have 
what is one of the most 
tense and thrilling 
examples of filmmaking 
this year. 

The fulsome praise 
deserved by this film 
starts off with Cuaron’s 
direction, a masterpiece 
in long, languid takes 
that manage to mix 
drama and humour with 
a heft dose of pathos, 
ratcheting up the ten¬ 
sion before calming you 
with some of the most 
beautiful shots of space, 
then going through the 
whole process all over 
again. 

Technically it is 
astounding, the hard 
work, effort and atten¬ 
tion to detail vividly 
realised on the big 
screen (and this is the 
only place to watch it, 
especially in 3D that 
envelops you). 

The special effects 
are stunningly realised, 
looking every inch like 
the sort of footage you 
would see on the news 
of a space walk, and 
Cuaron’s camera glides 
effortlessly through this, 
capturing the dangerous 
wonder of space glori¬ 
ously well.

If the story itself is 
overtaken by the techni¬ 
cal work then it’s only 
because it’s pared back, 
a simple tale of humani¬ 
ty attempting to over¬ 
come and survive, 
mixed in with a hint of 
backstory that empha¬ 
sises the precious nature 
of our lives. 

Thankfully, there are 
no cuts to a panicked 
ground control, no 
diversions into con¬ 
trivance. In lesser 
hands, it would play 
with a TV movie-esque 
air, but Cuaron and his 
son Jonas manage to 
craft a story that appeals 
to the heart as much as 
the nervous system. 

Shouldering much of 
the running time, both 


Sandra Bullock and 
George Clooney are 
superb, the former a 
nervy first-timer having 
one hell of a day, the 
latter a wizened, wise¬ 
cracking old hand doing 
one last job. 

Again, these are 
archetypes, but, 
between the screenplay 
and the performances, 
become so much more, 
with Bullock in particu¬ 
lar hugely impressive. 

At 91 minutes, it 
doesn’t hang around 
any longer than it needs 
to, packing a great deal 
into its running time, 
and its economy is 
another trump card. 

Your nervous system 
may not be able to han¬ 


dle any more of Gravity 
than you’re offered, but 
to miss out on such an 
incredible big-screen 
experience is something 
I wouldn’t advise! 

VERDICT: An 
impressive, immersive 
thrill-ride that is stun¬ 
ningly beautiful, 

Gravity is a truly out¬ 
standing piece of work.

To put it simply, 
shopping in the town is 
relaxing - a virtue that 
can’t be underestimated. 

Consider the pitfalls 
of charging off to the 
big city or a retail park 
where you can easily 
get hot and bothered, 
lose a bit of perspective, 
and come home with 
impulse buys that make 
you wonder what pos¬ 
sessed you to hand over 
your cash. 

The big retailers, of 
course, encourage that 
combination of enthusi¬ 
asm and panic that can 
lead you to overspend 
and regret it later. The 
atmosphere is cranked 
up and you become part 
of a fevered crowd, run¬ 
ning around like head¬ 
less chickens 

Store after store 
browbeats the shopper 
with Christmas images, 
Christmas music and 
marketing expertise 
designed to make you 
feel that your festive 
season will be incom¬ 
plete without whatever 
is on (supposedly) ‘spe¬ 
cial offer’ in whichever 
store you enter. 

Very few people 
enjoy it, so the pressure 
to get all that shopping 
done in one go increas¬ 
es, and further rash pur¬ 
chases can be made. 

A more measured 
approach can lead to 
better decisions. You

will still get the feeling 
that it is Christmas in 
Cowbridge, of course, 
and there will be plenty 
of special offers, but the 
way the town is laid out 
means that you get 
plenty of chances to get 
your breath back and 
make a considered pur¬ 
chase. 

Wander along the 
High Street and you 
will find retailers who 
are independents, with 
their own supply chains 
and items for sale that 
you won't find in the 
chain stores. 

What’s more, 
Cowbridge is still hold¬ 
ing the line against the 
national multiple outlets 
that make so many 
towns look the same. 

Don't ignore 
Cowbridge’s side alleys 
and charming little 
squares that are some¬ 


times hidden away. 

They have more retail 
gems - once again run 
by local people who 
have a real commitment 
and enthusiasm for their 
business. 

‘Passionate’ is one of 
the all-purpose buzz 
words at the moment. 
Interviewees are 
encouraged to say they 
are passionate about 
whatever job they are 
trying for. “I’m pas¬ 


sionate about distribu¬ 
tion logistics!” 

“I’m passionate about 
corporate branding” or 
“I’m passionate about 
chemical toilets”'. 

Well, for Cowbridge 
retailers, many of whom 
have travelled far and 
wide to source their 
product range, you will 
find genuine passion for 
their goods!

What’s more, you can 
make it a really enjoy¬ 
able day by combining 
the trip with lunch, or an 
evening meal, because 
the town caters for all 
types of dining. 

You’ll also find plenty 
of chefs who are (yes!) 
‘passionate about cook¬ 
ing’ , because with the 
number of options you 
find in the town, you 
can’t survive by serving 
up half-hearted plates of 
food. 

The town’s reputation 
means that it attracts 
new entrepreneurs, all 
eager to add to the mix 
in the town. 

One new business that 
has just arrived is 
L’Ariosto’s - which has 
opened in Eastgate, in 
the premises once occu¬ 
pied by iconic 
Cowbridge brasserie, 
Basil’s. 

The manager, 

Salvatore Vara, told The 
GEM that L’Ariosto’s 
would be a typical Italian 
trattoria, serving food in 
the Calabrian style. 

He said: “All our staff 
are Italian, from the 
Calabria region, and we 
already run two restau¬ 
rants in Port Talbot and 
Penhow, near 
Chepstow.” 

He stressed, however, 


that it is not a chain, as 
each restaurant has its 
own menu, developed 
by the chef in charge. 

He said: “Calabrian 
food is more spicy than 
some regions in Italy, 
but we will be serving, 
pasta dishes, steak, 
chicken and pizzas to 
satisfy all palates.” 

Another new business 
in the town is in Willow 
Walk, where Claire 
Donovan has opened 
Beagles Country Store. 

She said: “My inspi¬ 
ration was the ‘Country 
Stores of America’ 
chain, and I wanted to 
create a one-stop store 
that offers traditional 
products - all made in 
the UK whenever possi¬ 
ble. 

“We are agents for the 
Really Wild clothing 
company, as worn by the 
Duchess of Cambridge, 
and also Holland 
Cooper, who dress the 
cast of Made in 
Chelsea .” 

Why had she chosen 
to open in Cowbridge? 
Claire said: “Because we 
live locally, in Penmark, 
and wanted to protect 
the natural heritage of 
the area. 

“We are negotiating 
with local suppliers to 
stock more goods, and 
we would welcome any 
feedback from cus¬ 


tomers who would like 
to suggest any items that 
we should be stocking.” 

Natalie Davies at 
Daisy and Jack’s 
Children’s Emporium in 
the High Street - a ‘one- 
stop shop’ for children’s 
items - has been open 
for 12 months, and she 
is a huge fan of 
Cowbridge. 

She told The GEM: “I 
do all my own 
Christmas shopping in 
the town, because there 
are so many good 
shops.” 


She added: “We cater 
for all types of purchas¬ 
es, from pocket money 
presents and stocking 
fillers to traditional 
wooden toys. We are 
also the local supplier 
for Microscooters.” 

Visitors to Cowbridge 
will find that it changes, 
with new businesses 
opening, but still stays 
the same, when it comes 
to retaining its character. 

Certainly, the arrival 
of Waitrose has added to 
the options available for 


Christmas shoppers, 
with customers travel¬ 
ling from Porthcawl and 
Bridgend to see what the 
town can offer. 

The chairman of 
Cowbridge Chamber of 
Trade, Alun John, told 
The GEM: “Cowbridge 
has a unique mix of 
niche market shops, all 
offering a very wide 
selection of gifts and 
products. 

“It’s the ideal place to 
do your Christmas shop¬ 
ping.” 


H ave you 
spotted the 
baby cow 
yet in Old Hall 
Gardens, peeping 
out from its safe 
pen? 

People are often 
puzzled as to why the 
English name for this 
town is ‘Cowbridge’, 
yet in Welsh it is 
‘Stone Bridge’ (Y Bont 
Faen), and no-one 
really knows the 
answer. 

We do know that 
cows have always 
played a prominent 
role in the town, even 
though they no longer, 
or rarely, appear in 
the cattle market. 

Cowbridge could 
well be the ‘Bomium’ 
or ‘bovium’ named in 
Roman times along the 
road from Caerleon to 
Neath. 

Important Roman 
finds have been exca¬ 
vated along High 
Street, and the Latin 
for cow is ‘bos (bovis)’. 

The grammar 
school magazine, 
which ran for genera¬ 
tions, was called ‘The 


Bovian’. 

Way back in the 
13th century, the town 
was referred to as 
‘Cubrigg’, and 
‘Choubrigge’ and 
there was a little 
bridge at the western 
end, up near the 
Darren and 
Llwynhelig, which 
helped drain flooding 
fields, and which was 
named ‘Pont y fywch’ 
(bridge of the cow). 

By the fifteenth cen¬ 
tury, there was written 
reference to the town 
as ‘Y Bontfaen’, and 
eighteenth century 
documents named the 
main bridge over the 


river Thaw ‘the great 
stone bridge’. 

Whatever the ori¬ 
gins of its name, 
Cowbridge still plays a 
huge part of the farm¬ 
ing community of this 
rural Vale. 

Long may we see 
cows and sheep in the 
surrounding fields, 
and tractors negotiat¬ 
ing High Street traffic. 

Now a small cow 
has established itself 
within the very heart 
of the town. See if you 
can find it!

N OVEMBER 24 is the date for 
Cowbridge's annual Christmas 
curtain-raiser, when Santa comes 
to town for the reindeer parade! 

It is an event that was pioneered by the town’s 
chamber of trade and, over the years, it has 
retained its magic and has gone from strength to 
strength. 

In fact, as the chairman of Cowbridge Chamber 
of Trade, Alun John, told The GEM, there is no 
reason to mess with a formula that clearly works.

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Hockey Club 
doctored by 
the Medics 


After the battling 
displays with which 
they opened 

November, Penarth 
Hockey Club’s two 
sides produced simi¬ 
lar, if ultimately 
unrewarded, per¬ 
formances as they 
were given a stern 
examination by 
Cardiff Medics in 
their latest Davis 
Wood Hockey 
League fixtures. 

The 1st XI were hop¬ 
ing to resuscitate their 
great start to the season 
with a win against the 
Medics 1st XI, but it was 
not to be and the home 
side were left feeling sick 
after a visit from the doc- 
tors-to-be. 

The Bears knew that it 
would be a tough game 
after losing to the Medics 
5-4 in pre-season and, 
while both teams started 
well, it was the visitors 
who struck first, catching 
Penarth on the break and 
scoring a well-executed 
goal. 

The Medics had the 
chance to double their 
lead minutes later when a 
rather innocuous foul by 
James Davies was some¬ 
how adjudged to warrant 
a penalty flick, but the 
students wasted the 
opportunity by putting 
the ball wide of the right 
hand post. 

Sam Chick missed 
Penarth’s best chance of 
the first half, failing to 
get a shot away after a 
good run from Chris 
Baker, but the home side 
went into the break only 
1-0 down and remained 
hopeful of a second-half 
comeback. 

The recovery process 
was made much harder, 
however, when the 
Medics made it 2-0 soon 
after the interval. 

The home side were 
still in the game at this 
stage, however, and con¬ 
tinued to enjoy a lot of 
possession, even though 
they failed to create any 
clear-cut scoring oppor¬ 
tunities. 

They ultimately paid 
the price for their profli¬ 
gacy by conceding two 
further goals in quick 
succession. At 4-0 down, 
Penarth suddenly began 
to play some quality 
hockey, allowing them to 
pull a goal back after 
Richard Baker’s excel¬ 
lent cross was diverted 
past the goalkeeper by a 
diving Chick. 

Chris Baker finally 
pulled a second goal 
back for Penarth, scoring 
from the edge of the ‘D’, 
and, if the game had been 
10 minutes longer, the 
home side may have sal¬ 
vaged a point, but it was 
too little too late. 

A third successive 
game without a win was 
a bitter pill for the hosts 
to swallow, and they will 
look to inject life back 
into their season as soon 
as possible in order to 


return to the promotion 
places. 

Buoyed by their 1-1 
draw with 

Abergavenny, the 2nd 
XI headed to Llys Tal- 
y-Bont confident that 
they could at least give 
the table-topping 

Medics ‘A’ side a run 
for their money. 

Despite the return of 
Richard Bromiley bol¬ 
stering the defence, how¬ 
ever, the visitors suffered 
an early setback when a 
deflected penalty corner 
found its way into the net 
in only the third minute. 

In previous games, 
that could have signalled 
an landslide, but Penarth 
held firm at the back and, 
with Richard Clarkson 
and stand-in skipper Rob 
Harrison anchoring the 
midfield, gradually 
began to take the game to 
their hosts. 

Although the defen¬ 
sive line, and goalkeeper 
Calum Grant, were called 
upon to repel ‘medical 
advances’, chances 
began to come at the 
other end and, after a 
quick free hit from the 
back, Penarth produced a 
sweeping move that 
involved Tom Davies and 
Clarkson before Freddy 
Thomas swept the ball 
past the Medics’ keeper 
to tie the game at 1-1 
midway through the half. 

The equaliser was no 
less than Penarth 
deserved, however, it 
was the home side that 
sneaked the advantage, 
again from a set-piece. 

Temporarily reduced 
to 10 men shortly after¬ 
wards, as Tom Parkinson 
fell foul of some tough 
umpiring, Penarth played 
out the final minutes of 
the half, content to trail 
narrowly at the interval 
in the expectation that 
they could claw their 
way back into the game 
in the second period. 

The pattern of play 
was similar after the 
break, with both sides 
enjoying chances despite 
Penarth missing regular 
forwards Dave Watkins 
and Dave Kidby. The 
temporary loss of 
Clarkson, to his second 
injury of the game, 
briefly threatened to 
destabilise the visitors, 
but Paul Roberts and 
Bromiley stepped up to 
ensure that the Medics 
could not take advantage 
until the closing minutes. 

Penarth came under 
increasing pressure as the 
game neared the final 
whistle, but it took anoth¬ 
er stroke of misfortune to 
break the resistance, as 
the Medics were allowed 
to play on after the ball 
appeared to cross the 
backline, eventually forc¬ 
ing it past the hapless 
Grant to make it 3-1.

left with a comfortable 
victory. 

This weekend sees the 
1st XI visiting the team 
immediately above them 
in the table, taking on 
Cardiff University ‘A’ at 
Llys Tal-y-Bont, while 
the 2nd XI host Swansea 
City ‘C’ in a game that 
could put crucial points 
between themselves and 
the teams at the bottom 
of the division.

A IR conditioning is a standard luxu¬ 
ry on most vehicles these days, but 
in my experience these systems can 
be a little slow in delivering a comfortable 
temperature. 

Not so in the Mazda CX-5. Winter is fast 
approaching and during these challenging cold spells 
we all demand vehicles that warm up immediately. 

The Mazda CX-5 seems to almost have instant 
heat. Whack up the air conditioning dial to the 
hottest point and the interior warms up incredibly 
quickly. The same is true in the summer when tem¬ 
peratures need to be swiftly brought down. It’s 
impressive. 

This was just one of the features of this permanent 
four wheel drive crossover (sport utility vehicle built 
on a car platform), which is Mazda’s answer to the 
Nissan Qashqai. I have driven the Qashqai and clear¬ 
ly Mazda has scrutinized it. 

They’ve done a good job, helped by the striking 
Stormy Blue Mica finish of the test model. I actually 
prefer the CX-5’s nose, which is more purposeful 
and sporty and overall it seems a more appealing 
package. 

The one thing it lacks though and I think would 
be a very welcome addition, would be the front to 
back panoramic glass roof that ensures a high 
amount of light makes its way into the Qashqai.

In contrast, as you can see in the video at test- 
drives.biz the interior of the Mazda is comparatively 
dark, even on a sunny day. 

The CX-5 uses a clever Skyactiv lightweight plat¬ 
form, which promotes low emissions and greater 
efficiency, Mazda claims this puts it on a par with 
small vehicles. 

I scratched my head when I first sat in the driver’s 
seat because I couldn’t see how to start this vehicle. 
There’s no key for the ignition but after a while I 
saw behind the indicator stalk the start/stop engine 
button. This is a bit of a clumsy position. Once dis¬ 
covered though, it’s not forgotten. 

It’s a 2.2-litre diesel and as is often the case 
there’s a slight delay when kicking the accelerator, 
especially when in second gear, but it’s gutsy and the 
six-speed manual gearbox is a little notchy but deci¬ 
sive. It drives l ik e a smaller car and is certainly 
engaging. 

Inside, the CX-5 has all the refinements motorists 
expect including built-in TomTom and reversing 
camera, easy-to-use cruise control, all round electric 
windows, electrically adjustable driver’s seat, power 
folding wing mirrors, black leather interior and heat¬ 
ed front seats. 

The security cover in the boot attaches to the 
inside of the boot lid so that you don’t need to con¬ 


stantly pull it back and forth. These vehicles always 
come into their own when nappy changes are 
required. Not only is the cavernous boot ideal for a 
little one to lie down in but the raised height means 
that there’s no awkward bending. 

What sets the CX-5 apart from the competition is 
the fact that the rear seats can be so easily dropped 
for large loads. As you can see in the video it is sim¬ 
ply a matter of pulling a lever on either side of the 
inside of the boot for the seats to quickly drop. 

The CX-5 is the first vehicle to be produced by 
Mazda with no input from Ford. A frightening 
prospect when you think that Ford and Mazda 
worked together between 1979 and 2010 and that 
between them they designed some fabulous vehicles. 

As a former Xedos 6 owner, I understandably 
have high expectations of Mazdas and for me the 
Mazda has been pretty successful. My old Xedos 
loved its juice and I have been surprised at how far it 
is possible to drive the CX-5 on so little fuel, helped 
in part by i-stop, which intelligently cuts the engine 
when it has been idling too long for its liking.

BACK PAGE COMMENT by Don John 


L AST week, this column ended on a 
fairly optimistic note: “It surely 
cannot be long before nail-bitingly 
narrow defeats are turned into triumph 
over the southern hemisphere big boys - 
and Saturday at the Millennium Stadium 
(against South Africa) is a good place for 
Wales to begin the process of reversing 
the trend. ” 

Was this cautious confidence misplaced, 
given last weekend’s nine-point 24-15 Welsh 
defeat - the 25th in 27 meetings between the 
two sides since they first clashed in 1906? 

I would argue not, for given the history, 
and circumstances as they unfolded during 
the course of the game, it was always going to 
be a herculean task: after all, Warren 
Gatland’s young guns were facing a veritable 
force majeure - physically awesome oppo¬ 
nents ranked second only to Rugby World 
Cup holders New Zealand, and match-hard¬ 
ened in the toughest Rugby Championship 
of all, back home in the southern hemisphere. 

In contrast, the home players, notoriously 
slow starters, were coming off the back of yet 
another hit-or-miss start to the season by 
inconsistent Welsh regions struggling to hold 
their own in the Pro 12, let alone make the 
step up to European competition. 

As Wales’ head coach Warren Gatland 


frankly admitted, there is a wide gulf in class 
between the Prol2 and the southern hemi¬ 
sphere’s Rugby Championship, which offers 
a much stronger grounding in physicality and 
sustained intensity - which has invariably 
been the deciding factor in the past. 

Not that this, of course, can be offered in 
any way as an excuse for the result - or for 
the brutally-exposed shortcomings of a team 
that contained so many of the Lions’ winning 
test squad in Australia this summer. 

The final score board did not lie and the 
men from the high veldt were clearly full 
value for their win, not least for the three 
tries to nil ratio that ultimately negated a 
brave Welsh effort and put the contest out of 
sight. 

Not that this was in any sense a one-sided 
affair: the home team seemed determined to 
avoid the kind of early torpor that has so 
often been their undoing (eg, the dire first 
half against Ireland in this year’s Six Nations 
that may conceivably have cost them a fourth 
Grand Slam). 

Certainly, Wales made a much better start 
and almost immediately drew first blood with 
the first of five successful penalties by the 
immaculate Leigh Halfpenny, who promptly 
followed it with another from halfway, after 
South Africa had hit back with a penalty of 
their own. 

At this early stage, Wales were very much 
in contention, with centre Jonathan Davies 
manfully taking on the powerhouse running 
of the absent Jamie Roberts with two searing 
line-breaks that caught the defence wrong¬ 
footed. 

Then came a double blow when both 
Davies and wing Liam Williams left the field 
injured and were replaced by exile James 
Hook (making a welcome return to the inter¬ 
national arena) and Osprey Ashley Beck. 

The Springboks clinically took advantage 
of the resulting confusion in the ranks to put 
the pressure on and as another injured Welsh 
defender lay prostrate, wing ace Bryan 
Habana evaded his marker, George North, 
and set off on an electrifying run that culmi¬ 
nated in a converted try by skipper Jean de 
Villiers. 

When this was followed less than five min¬ 
utes later by a ferocious forward charge that 
bundled burly hooker Bismarck du Plessis 
over the line to make the score 6-17, the out¬ 
look was ominous indeed for the hard- 
pressed Welsh defence. 

Halfpenny again narrowed the gap with 
two more penalties - his fourth effort from 
an acute angle on the touchline - but in 
between, Wales suffered another, even more 
serious, hammer blow, when scrum colossus 
Adam Jones left the field injured. 

Having lost three key men in the space of 
30 minutes, and having to frantically readjust 
their defensive line-up and game plan to 
accommodate the changed personnel, amaz¬

ingly, a relieved Welsh team went into the 
interval just 12-17 in arrears; but knowing 
that, unlike their opponents, they had failed 
to grasp their opportunities - despite having 
a generous share of possession and territory. 

That harsh fact was to prove the crucial 
difference between the two sides. 

To their credit, in the second half, with 
Paul James now at tight head, they again 
bravely took on the Springbok juggernaut, 
forcing another penalty at the scrum which 
Halfpenny slotted over to bring his team 
within two points of the opposition total, and 
with both camps sending on replacements, it 
seemed we were in for yet another cliffhanger 
- a la the four-point margin between the two 
in autumn 2010, and just one-point difference 
in RWC 2011. 

It was all to end in something of an anti¬ 
climax, however, thanks to the match offi¬ 
cials, led by referee Alain Rolland (who was 
at the centre of the controversial sending off 
of Wales skipper Sam Warburton in the 
RWC semi-final). 

Some of his decisions at the set-piece dur¬ 
ing the course of this match had already per¬ 
plexed no less an authority than legendary 
Welsh prop, Graham Price, particularly the 
sin-binning of props Gethin Jenkins and 
Coenie Oosthuizen, which resulted in non- 
contested scrums and threatened to reduce 
yet another important Test match to the level 
of farce. 

With less than 15 minutes to go and with 
the tension mounting, a converted try by 
scrum half Fourie du Preez was controver¬ 
sially allowed, despite a South African team 
mate being offside directly under the nose of 
the assistant referee running the line. 

Strangely, neither the referee nor the 
Welsh camp called for a video play-back, 
though in truth, unlike RWC 2011, the inci¬ 
dent could not be said to have cost Wales 
the game. 

Critics may claim that the result merely 
reinforces the gap that still exists between the 
young Six Nations champions and the big 
boys from the southern hemisphere, but the 
reality is that Wales have been steadily clos¬ 
ing that gap for five years under Gatland and 
there is no need to be too downhearted at this

latest setback. 

After all, not too long ago it would have 
been inconceivable that a Welsh team could 
come anywhere near nine points of oppo¬ 
nents who only recently pushed the Kiwi 
world champions to the limit before suc¬ 
cumbing. 

As always, there are lessons to be learned 
in defeat and this talented Wales team, who 
can never be faulted for effort, know full well 
that they have to become more ruthlessly 
efficient and clinical in their execution. 

It can surely be only a matter of time 
before this message finally clicks into place - 
and they now have another chance to prove 
themselves against Argentina, who come to 
the Millennium Stadium on Saturday on the 
back of a 31-12 mauling at the hands of 
England at Twickenham, but sustained by 
their 26-12 win over Wales last autumn in 
Cardiff. 

Wales can expect another mighty physical 
test up front from rugged, street-wise Pumas 
who will have gleefully noted the long list of 
walking wounded. 

It promises to be another nail-biter!
